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Diſtreſs, ſeems to me too entirely to exclude 
the Body in our Devotions, and ſpeak as if a 
Man might appear as unconcern'd as a Statue 
at his Prayers, and as rude as a Diſſenter ſit- 

ting at Communion; and yet all the while 
bave a juſt Senſe of the infinite Majeſty be 
addreſſes, or the Sacred Ordinance 1 is en- 
gag'd in. No, undoubtedly ſo ſtrict is the 
Union between our Bodies and Souls, that 
the Senſe of the one muſt, and ought to be 
expreſs d by ſome external and fi gnificant 
Actions of the other. For as the Body withÿ- 
out the Soul is dead, ſo the Soul whoa the 
Body is a Notion compatible with nothing 
but Their Separation. 

But it is argu*d in the Caſe of the Publican, 

That (his ſmiting on his Breaſt ) is fo far 
from entring into the Eſſence of the Mat- 
ter, that no Man is either more or leſs ſen- 
ſible of his Sins, for ſtriking or not ſtriking 
his Breaſt, for ſhedding or not ſhedding of 
Tears, or any the like Accidents, depend- 
ing upon Cuſtons and Conſtitution,” Anſwer

A Mind filld 
with the quickeſt Senſe of Compunction and 
Grief, without ſome outward Signs' of it, in 
either the Countenance or Geſture, is what I be- 
lieve none ever experienc'd or obſerv'd; and 
therefore if that be his Lordſhip's Notion, it 
muſt be allow'd to be Lifeleſs, with regard to 
the Body, whatever a Metaphyſical Genius may 
determine concerning the Soul. | x; 
In ſhort, as God made both the Body and 


| | Soul, fo undoubtedly he expects, they both 


ſhould join in their Addrefles to him ; and as 
when the one is employ'd in this Nature, with- 
out the Attention of the other, it is call'd, 
Drawing near to him with our Lips, tho our 
Hearts are far from him: So the Suppoſition of 
the Soul's being earneſtly employ*d, without 
ſome Emotion and Concarreace of bodily Paſſions, 
may perhaps make up the Devotion of Angels, 
bur cannot, I think, while Sal and Body are fo 
intimately united, be that of Men.

For it is very eaſy to condemn the ignorant 


Paſſions of many Devotees, which flow from 
thoſe falſe and wrongNotions they have of the 
Deiry, or many other Cauſes for which the 
Phyſician can better account than the Divine, 
withour in the leaſt ſuppoſing, with his Lord- 


ſhip, our Saviour's Agony not the Effect of 


his Devotion, but his Diſtreſs. Certain it js, 
the Words of the Text are, being in an Agony, 
he pray'd more earneſily ; the Pangs and Throws 


of his Body, even to the ſweating great Drops 


of Blood, did not depreciate, but heighten his 


Devotions, and muſt certainly conclude a Poſ- 


ſibility of all the Paſſions and Powers of Body 


and Soul concurring in what the Text men- 


tions, as praying more earneſtly. 
Nor can ſuch a Concurrence of the Bodily 
Affections and Paſſions at all be juſtly thought 


inconſiſtent with that Undiftarbedneſs of Mind 


which his Lordſhip calls the Ornament. and 
Defence of humane Underſtanding.

it been ſo entirely to the Irregularity he men-

mitted a Proof of external Evidence being 
given, of an earneſt and intenſe Devotion? 

Tis not my preſent Deſign, to fix that Cold. 
neſs and Lifeleſſneſs mentioned by the Doctor, 


on his Lordſhip ; neither do I think any thing 


the Doctor has ſaid himſelf, can amount to a 
direct and poſitive Charge of that Nature; 
bur only ſuch Care is taken by him, that if it 
were his Lord ſhip's Senſe, abundantly to fence 
us againſt the Danger and Error of it. I would ©

Hut certainly he might have pray d, and that 


truly too before, tho not fo earneſtly as then, 
which proves at leaſt thus much, That all the 
Powers and Paſſions of Soul and Body may be 


engaged in the Duty of Prayer, and that the 
Force and Energy of it is ſo far from be- 
ing deſtroy'd or leſſen d by ſuch a Concurrence, 


that our Bleſſed Lord himfelf then pray'd »:off | 
_ earneſtly, when he was in an Agony. Conſe- 


quently, what his Lordſhip would fix, as a 
neceſſary Conſequence, is entirely Fictitious 
and Imaginary; and tho? the viſible Emotion

Muſt it neceſſarily always follow, that tho' 
our Saviour's Example in the AQts of Duty are 
always worthy, and proper for our Imitation, 
that we muſt come up nor only in the general 
to the Manner, but alſo the Degree in which 


ge did it? This is a Conſequence his Lord-

The Law of the Land, in Caſe of Murder, 
always charges the Criminal, not only with 
material, but formal Guile, and mentions not 
only the Wickedneſs of the Fact in itſelf, but 
the Malice of the Delinquent; this being the 
Charge againſt the Regicides, in the Caſe of 
the Murder of King CHARLES the Firſt, 
I remember I have read, it was the Plea of one 
of them, That what he did was not in Malice 
againſt his Majefly, and therefore he was inno- 
cent of that Part of the Charge. To this it was 
anſwer d, The Law always ſappos'd Malice, and 
tho the Truth of ſuch a Plea might ſerve here- 
after to alleviate the Guilt at another Bar, yet the 
Whole of the Indiftment was always ſufficiently and 


Fah proved there, by the Overt Acts that were 


proved on him. I am very ſenſible, this will be 
diſputed as a good Rule in Points of Divi- 
nity ; but as the Parity and Peace of the Church 
are equally affected by Overt Acts, the ſame Pre- 
ſumptions ſeem equally neceſſary to its Prefer- 
vation and Security, as theſe in our Laws of
